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Scientist Perishes In Guiana Jungles 


Trustees Urged To Keep 
Sober Mind In Problems 


SASKATOON, Feb 18 
Dr. J. S. Thomson, president of 
the University of Saskatchewan, 
last night challenged school 
trustees to “keep a sober mind 
in their dealings with child edu- 
cation. 

They had been elected, he 
told delegates at the Saskatche- 
wan School Trustees’ Associa- 
tion annual convention, to 
“raise a crop of young men and 
young women equipped to solve 
the Problems attending civil- 
ization.” 

The president urged the trus- 


tees to draw a distinct line be- 
tween propaganda and educa- 
tion. Propaganda, he claimed. 
was “of the devil.” Education 
was essential to train youth to 
overcome the difficulties at- 
tending a change in social 
structure which of itself provia- 
ed more opportunity for pro- 
gress than ever in the world’s 
history. 

Persons with small minds, 
poor vision and lack of faith in 
the future could find no place 
in the struggle to solve the 
questions now presented by the 
world, he asserted.

“There are people in Japan who 
are stirring up feeling against the 
British empire,” he declared,

The prime minister cited the 
furore which followed the United 
States exclusion bill in 1934. It had 
been met by protests throughout

“Would it make things any bet- 
ter in British Columbia,” he asked 
“British Columbia is facing one 
problem now but it might be fac- 
ing another more menacing if we 
were to pass this bill. The govern- 
ment is taking steps to ensure the 
security of the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia, but should be care- 
ful to give no offence.”

Thirty-five years 
ago he had felt that the problem 
was not a serious one, but he had 
lived to find at first hand it was 
terribly serious. 

Throughout his speech Mr. Ben- 
nett held himself in restraint. Time 
after time he checked and changed 
his words that he should give no 
affront to any nation. 


OWN KNOWLEDGE 


He left no doubts, however that 
own knowledge he knew 
what was going on at the coast; of 
the position with respect to the Jap- 
anese fishermen, with the knowl- 
edge the Japs were acquiring about 
Canada’s dispositions and resources. 

He left the impression that he 
knew a great deal more than he 
could say, It was not hearsay, but 
actual knowledge. 


Mr. Bennett realized and appre- 


ciated the government's difficulty. |

Orient Affairs Are

OTTAWA, Feb, 1—This is not 
the time for Canada to run the 
risk of offending Oriental pride 
and dignity by passing an exclus- 
ion law against the Japanese 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
warned the House of Commons 
last night. 

International affairs, particularly 
in the Orient, were bad enough 
without Canada adding fuel to the 
fire that might strike back not only 
against the Dominion but the Brit- 
ish Empire as a whole.

The prime minister made his 
statement before adjourning de- 
bate—a parliamentary manoeuvre 


tantamount to 


ending discussion for 
the session bill sponsored 
by A. W. Neill (nd. Comox-Al- 
berni), which would have amount- 
ed to an immigration exclusion 
against the Japanese, placing them 
on a parity with the Chinese 

The prime minister agreed 
with the British Columbia mem- 
bers who supported the Neill 
bill that a serious situation exist- 
ed in the Pacific coast province 
because of Japanese immigration 
with consequent unfair com- 
petition against white Canadians 
resulting from conflicting stand- 
ards of living.

DREAM CREDIT 

Mr. Kemper, C.C.F. member of the legislature 
of Saskatchewan for Gull Lake, entertained his 
fellow-members the other day with some feats 
of imagination in the field of economics, of a 
kind that is fairly common just now. The Bank 
of Canada, he said, should be publicly-owned— 
which it is at present for all practical purposes, 
since the Government owns a majority of the 
stock and appoints a majority of the directors 
The publicly-owned Bank, he continued, “could 
issue credit on the natural resources of the 
country.” Of course it could. The commercial 
banks do that now, where the resources have 
been developed. 

But that isn't the idea of the dream-builders, 
Mr. Kemper evidently included. They would 
have the Bank issue credit on resources which 


have not been developed. That also could be 


done. The trouble is that the credit certificates 
wouldn't be worth enough to pay for issuing 
them. The moment they were issued they would 


be subject to several discounts. 

In the first place they would be worth less 
than face value by the probable cost of develop- 
ing the raw resources, since only after develop- 
ment could there be real wealth behind the cer- 
tificates. There would be a second discount be- 
cause of uncertainty whether the product could 
be sold when the resources had been developed. 
And a third discount because people will not 
trade beef or wheat for a chance that sometime 
resources may be developed, that the develop- 
ment may be well managed, and that the pro- 
duct may be saleable at a profit over cost of pro- 
duction.
